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U.S. Aid to 
Viet Nam Tops 
$3 Billion

WASHINGTON (AP)-Cumu- 


lative U.S. aid to South Viet 
Nam has topped $3 billion in a 
program 
no markedly 
differ- 


ent from any other U.S. aid ef- 
fort around the world. 


The difference stems from its 


close link with the campaign to 
stamp out Communist guerril- 
las. It shows up in ways such 
as: 


1. Top priority on material 


improvements 
that will start 


benefiting South Vietnamese vil- 
lages this year—not next year 
or the year after. This contrasts 
with other programs like the Al- 
liance for Progress for Latin 
America where economic plans 
are supposed to be developed 
carefully with an eye to long- 
range gains. 


2. U.S. willingness to prop up 


the Vietnamese economy in a 
general way, not confining aid 
to selected projects. 


3. Use of economic aid funds 


for antiguerrilla and propagan- 
da support operations, such as 
providing thousands of special 
radios and drafting surrender 
appeals. 


4. Scattering U.S. aid person- 


nel through the countryside to 
spread American assistance at 
the grass roots. More than 200 
are now in the provinces, many 
of them picked more for their 
ability to work with natives 
than for any special technical 
skill. 


The massive U.S. economic 


and arms assistance program, 
which got going after the Indo- 
chinese states became indepen- 
dent in 1954, totaled $2.9 billion 
by the end of fiscal year 1963. 
It amounts to about $400 mil- 
lion a year now, around half 
economic and half military, not 
counting the expenses of some 
15,000JJ.S, ;-servicemen there f 


The Johnson administration is 


planning some step-up in the aid 
effort and is urging other coun- 
tries to join in. Among those 
supplying some assistance so 
far are Australia, Britain, Can- 
ada, France, West 
Germany, 


Malaysia, 
New Zealand 
and 


South Korea. 


Spear-heading the U.S. aid 


program is a counter-insurgen- 
cy plan costing about $30 mil- 
lion a year plus another $30 mil- 
lion worth of U.S. surplus food.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson said today that 
times are good and there is no 
inherent hostility between busi- 
ness 
and 
government. 
He 


pledged 
to businessmen 
that 


the government will act with 
restraint and responsibility. 


In return, Johnson asked for 


restraint from businessmen in 
decisions which affect the gen- 
eral economic well-being and 
responsibility 
in choosing to 


support or oppose government 
policies and proposals which 
serve all the people. 


Johnson faced his largest au- 


dience of businessmen, repre- 
sentatives of the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce, in Constitution 
Hall. In his prepared address, 
he said that racial and re- 
ligious discrimination c o s t s 
more than $15 billion a year 
and unused or underused man- 
power costs even more. 


"That is why," he said, "This 


administration is dedicated to 
lifting of the burdens which 
weigh down our national pro- 
ductivity, expansion and pros- 
perity."

President 
covered a 


board sweep of domestic 
and 


foreign policy in generalities. 


"As this nation can be rea- 


sonable without becoming reck- 
less in relations with other na- 
tions," he said, "I believe this 
government must be more fru- 
gal without becoming less com- 
passionate here at home." 


And he told the businessmen 


in a speech that was friendly 
and laced with bits of humor 
that: 


"Whatever else you have, .you 


have an independent, tax-pay-

China to Face 
Major Crises 
of Leadership 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Com- 


munist China faces at least two 
major crises of leadership in 
the next 10 or 15 years as is 
aging rulers relinquish power to 
younger men, according to U.S. 
intelligence studies on once- 
secret Chinese military docu- 
ments. 


U.S. 
officials 
believe 
the 


changes that will come about in 
these crises may profoundly al- j 
ter lied China's attitude toward 
the outside world, including the 
United States. 


Two other points which stand 


out in the intelligence reports 
are: 1. Red China under the 
leadership of Mao Tse-tung is 
following a strategy of stale- 
mate toward the United States 
while it concentrates on promot- 
ing Red revolutionary move- 
ments in underdeveloped coun- 
tries, particularly in Africa. 


2. The Chinese Reds are de- 


voting considerable resources to 
a program for developing atom- 
ic weapons though one of their 
military leaders estimated in 
January 1961 that if they got 
into a big war three to five 
years from then they would still 
have to rely on conventional 
weapons. Meanwhile, the Com- 
munist party leaders take the 
position, according to one of the 
previously 
secret 
documents, 


that 
"although 
fhe material 


atomic bomb is important, the 
spiritual atomic bomb is more 
important"—apparently a state- 
ment of faith in their own Com- 
munist world view. 


The documents make clear 


that the Red Chinese leaders 
believe they cannot be defeated 
by long-range nuclear weapons 
—such as U.S. missiles—and if 
they were invaded they would 
rely on their vast military man- 
power. One estimate is that in 
April 1961 there were supposed 
to be 200 million armed and or- 
ganized militiamen. 


These conclusions and esti- 


mates about Red Chinese policy 
and strength are set forth in re- 
search studies prepared for the 
State Department's Bureau of 
Intelligence and Research and 
based on military papers deal- 
ing with both military and po- 
litical issues which were circu- 
lated in Red China in 1961. 


In testimony released today. 


Thomas L. Hughes, State De- 
partment intelligence chief, told 
a House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee that "the new materials 
gave us a look at the dark side 
of 
the 
moon in Communist 


China." 


Hughes 
also described 
the 


documents—obtained in an un- j 
disclosed manner—as "uniquely \ 
valuable" to the United States i ship in some detail.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—Sam D. 


Watson tweaked the tail of a 
sacred cow when he criticized 
Arkansas' industry - financing 
Amendment 49. 


Watson, a bond broker who is 


thinking about running for Gov. 
enior, said it is too easy for 
cities and counties to get into a 
financial trap under the amend- 
ment which permits levying of 
a five - mill tax to support in- 
dustry. 


His comments brought a quick 


retort from Gov. Orval E. Fail- j 
bus and a vigorous defense of 
the amendment from the Ar- 
kansas Industrial Development 
Commission. 


Faubus was asked how he 


would react it Watson becomes 
a candidate against him and 
raises the Amendment 49 issue 
as he has promised to. 


"I think he (Watson) would 


be on the unpopular side," Fau- 
bus snapped. "Of course there's 
some slight risk involved. There 
always is when you're after 
something worthwhile." 


Watson cited collapse of the 


Chase-Grocord Rubber Co. at 
El Dorado. Failure of the firm 
left Union County holding a $3 
million bag.

DuVaU said amendment 49 is 


an integral part of the state's 
industrial financing law. "It's 
one of the main reasons that we j 
have been successful in getting j 
small i n d u s t r i e s in small 
towns." he said. 


Then he added, "Naturally 


some mistakes will be made. 
But we (AIDC) counsel with 
these towns about the credit 
rating of these firms and we 
take all possible precautions." 


Amendment 49 is no longer 


the foundation of industrial fi- 
nancing in Arkansas. It has 
been replaced by Act 9 of 1960 
as the most-used measure. Act 
9 has the advantage of not re- 
quiring a tax even if the com- 
pany fails. 


But only blue-chip companies 


— practically only those who 
could afford to build their plants 
without bonds—can qualify for 
Act 9 help. Under Act 9 the 
credit rating of the company is 
the main security for the bonds. 


So when the firm's credit 


can't support a large bond is- 
sue, 
the developers turn to 


Amendment 49 which invokes 
the taxing power of the county 
and city to support the bonds. 


In most cases, however, no 


tax is levied. Plant rentals pay 
off the bonds without it. But the 
tax is their, approved by the 
voters at the same time the 
bond issue was approved, in 
case rentals don't retire the 
bonds.
